IS OCCURRING TODAY 


Scores of Government Inspectors En- 


gaged in Arrest of 173 Men in 72 


Leading Cities of the United 


States 


MANY PROMINENT CITIZENS TO BE ARRESTED 


Those Arrested Will Be Charged With Violation of the 


Penal Code Which Bars From Mails Printed Mat- 


ter, Drugs or Things 
Intended for Immoral 


or Unlawful Purposes—Columbus Drug- 


gist Caught in Dragnet. 


Washington, Nov. 20.—Acting under, direction of 
Postmaster General Hitchcock, postofflce inspectors and 
marshals in 72 leading cities of the country began today 
practically simultaneous raids for the arrests of 173 per- 
sons charged with using the mails to promote criminal 
medical practices or the sale of drugs and instruments 
used for illegal purposes. 


The arrests are made for misuse of 


the mails. Each case is based oa the 
use of the mails to solicit business for 
dispose of wares. 


This concerted official action cov-; 


ered the United States from the At-, 
lantic to the Pacific and 
from 
the 
.Lakes to the Gulf, Many of the per- 
sons to be arrested are 
prominent ( 
commercially and 
socially in their j 


communities. Some are lea'dfng phy-j 
sicians. Others are rich and influen-* 
rial business men. Still others are 
men who lived by their wits and are! 
comparatively little 
known without 
their own small coterie of associates. ' 


One is a Chinaman who is alleged 


to have practiced his calling upon wo- 
men of his own race and upon those; 
of the lower strata of society. All of 
the arrests are to be made for allege'l 
violation of section 211 of the penal 
code of the United States, which bars 
from the mails any vile or obscene 
matter, whether sealed or 
unsealed, 


any ad\ ertisement letter or circular 
proposing or suggesting criminal prac- 
tices or any packet 
containing any 


substance, drugs or thing intended to 
be for immoral or unlawful purposes, i 


Chief Inspector Robert S. Shaw of 


the postal department, and many of 
his force of 390 inspectors have bean 
working on the case for many months, i 
The development of the plans which 
culminated today is the most e\tensi\e 


raid in the history of any department 
of the government. 


Approximately 90 of the persons ar- 


rested already have been indicted by 
United States grand juries in various 
parts of the country, and the cases of 
the others will be presented to grand 
juries now sitting, as rapidly as may 
be feasible.

The witness testified that although 


she had no malice toward Zollinger. 
when she went to the park with him 
on the day of the shooting, she had 
carried a revolver because ZoTHnger 
had told her he had a revolver and 
she was afraid he would do something, 
"and we ought to be protected.'' 


Miss Farley also denied much of 


the testimony of Mrs. Mollie Baehr, 
keeper of a rooming house where 
Zollinger had taken her on several 
occasions.

pants of the building and those lor 
blocks around, panic-stricken,soTisht 
safety ia distance. 
When 
Detective James Hosicfc 


knocked the man unconscious "with 
a leather billy, after slipping- up be- 
hind him. the fuse of the infernal 
machine was automatically ignited, 
but Detective Samuel L. Browne 
grabbed tlie box, "with its -fuse sharp- 
ly spluttering and hurled it into 
the street- 
Sticks 
-of high-power 
dynamite 


scattered over the pavement, while 
hundreds of spectators stood appar- 
ently paralyzed by fright. 


Through, a freak of _chance there 


was no explosion, and urowne con- 
tinued kicking the sticks of dyna- 
mite and jumping' on the fuse -until 
he had broken the connection, and 
extinguished the fire. 
Manacled to a cot in the receiving 
hospital last nignt, the -wouid-be 
dynamiter, -who gave his name as 
Alfred, Henry Davis, is suffering 
with several severe scalp wounds, 
but the police surgeons say his in- 
juries are not serious. 
Davis entered the outer office of 


Chief of Police Sebastian. His face 
and head were completely covered 
with a grotesque mask and he car- 
ried in his arms a large box covered 
with cloth. The box was strapped 
around his shoulders and resembled 
•a small hand organ. 
First startled and then amused by 
the strange spectacle, Police 
Ser- 


geant R. C. Hill, who suspected 
a 
practical joke, asked the man what 
he wanted. 


"I"%e got enough dynamite in here 


to blow us all into eternity," he said, 
"and I want you to send for the 
highest official of the Southern. Pa- 
cific railroad." 
The masked visitor rested the box 


on a filing cabinet- and 
Assistant 
District Attorney R. O. Graham, who 
was in the office, 
started 
joking: 
with him. 
"This is no joke," said Davis. "I 


mean business, and if you don't be- 
lieve it try to take this away from 
me. My hand is fastened in this box 
and if I pull out—bang—we all die." 


A hole had been cut in the bos

Referring to the controversy be- 
tween the city and the owner of the 
"city dump,'" Service Director James 
McCarthy said this morning to ths 
Advocate: 
"I have acted in this matter in 
the interest of the city, without re- 
gard to any person. 
Prior to the 
council's order to remove garbage to 
a point outside of the city, it was 
customary to take all garbage 
to 
the "city dump" and burv iL 
The 


city paid for digging and filling 
trencises. When garbage was taken 
elsewhere I refused to longer pay 
for time supposed to hare been spent 
•n digging trenches, and there was 
none to be dug. 


"Another thing I objected to was 
the suggestion to cart all street rub- 
bish and dirt gathered from a large 
area of Newark to the city dump, 
when much of the street dirt could 
be dumped in low lots at short 
hauls, where people would be glad 
to get it. It has cost the city 50 
cents»a-4oad. for -maiiy .a^lbad carted 
to the 'dump, when 'it could easily 
be deposited - elsewhere at a cost of 
5 or 10 cents. 


"I am sure an impartial investi- 
gation of my treatment of this mat- 
ter will prove that I have endeav- 
ored to act for tlie city's best int=r- 
est, by the practice of economy."'
